A Distinguished Visitor 

Notes Narberth's Courtesy 

"Public school children of Amer- 
ica are the most courteous and con- 
siderate of any like jjroup in the 
world," the Raroness Marie Van 
Pantz, internationally known Vien- 
nese portrait painter, told Nancy 
Norris of the Xorristoirn Times- 
Herahl in an interview this week. 

The baroness* statement was 
based on her reception by the Xar- 
berth Public School pupils whom 
she addressed on art at the weekly 
assembly. Tt was her first visit to 
an American school. 

Miss Norris' interview reads in 

part : 

Fraulcin VanPantz says "I 
love America for its sincerity, 
its action and its democracy. As 
a people you are so happy and 
enthusiastic/' she adds, "Our 
country has so much sadness that 
we find it difficult to laugh." 

She was rather nervous about 
her talk (at Narberth) as she 
feared her listeners "will not un- 
derstand my English." 

However, her fears were un- 
grounded. She was given a most 
enthusiastic and genuinely warm 
welcome on her arrival at the 
school by both the student body 
and faculty. 

The band played as a welcome, 
tunes of Fraulein's native land, 
Austria and a group of students 
in native Austrian costumes per- 
formed folk dances. 

"Those young people were so 
kind to me," added the Fraulein, 
"If a foreign resident would have 
spoken to a like group of school 
children in Austria, as I did, mak- 
ing mistakes in the language, as 
I do, I know they would have 
laughed and made fun as the 
saying is. 

"Your children listened so pa- 
tiently and courteously and then 
asked such intelligent questions. 
I do appreciate it all so much." 

It is rather comforting to hear 
that the youth of America is be- 
ing recognized for its good man- 
ners by visitors from foreign 
shores and speaks well for the 
spirit of the Narberth School and 
the leadership of its faculty. 
Further comment would be su- 
perfluous.
